Work begins on project to 
expand coverage on Metro 

WASHINGTON I Crews began installing 
equipment early Monday that will provide 
Verizon, Sprint Nextel, AT&T and T-Mobile 
service in 20 of the busiest underground 
stations in the Metrorail system, the tran- 
sit agency announced Tuesday. 

After years of frus- 
trated riders’ com- 
plaints that only Veri- 
zon had a strong signal 
underground, many 
Metro users will dis- 
cover that their devic- 
es work much better 
— to talk, text and use 
the Internet — come 
Oct. 16. 

It is the first phase of 
a project that is sched- 
uled to expand service 
across the system by 2012. The remaining 
27 underground stations will get service by 
fall 2010, and customers will be able to use 
the service in tunnels between stations by 
October 2012, according to Metro. 

One possible drawback of the cell net- 
work’s expansion: People who enjoyed the 
relative peace and quiet on their trains dur- 
ing rush hour may need to put up with a lot 
more riders chatting away, jameshohmann

Coroner s report says 
husband killed after 
finding wife’s body 

LEXINGTON, GA. I An elderly woman 
killed by a pack of wild dogs had 
been out for a walk when she 
was attacked, and her husband 
died trying to fight off the maul- 
ing animals when he discovered 
the bloody scene near their rural 
Georgia home, authorities said 
Tuesday. 

Preliminary autopsy results 
showed Lothar Karl Schweder, 77 , 
and his 65-year-old wife. Sherry, 
died from multiple animal bites. 

Authorities have rounded up 
about 11 dogs suspected in the rare 
attack and returned to the area 
Tuesday to find four more spotted 
by a deputy. The dogs were being 
held by animal control officials 
while authorities decide what to 
do with them, said Jim Fulling- 
ton, special agent for the Georgia 
Bureau of Investigation. 

“It just appears that a large num- 
ber of dogs had started living, run- 
ning together, multiplying and had 
grown into what I would describe 
as a pack of wild or feral-type dogs,” 
Fullington said, (ap) 


Conservative Pundit Novak Dies 

Longtime columnist 
succumbs to battle 
with brain cancer 




WASHINGTON I Political columnist 
Robert Novak, a conservative, 
pugilistic debater and proud owner 
of the “prince of darkness” moni- 
ker, died Tuesday after a battle 
with brain cancer that was diag- 
nosed in July 2008. He was 78. 

His wife of 47 years, Geraldine 
Novak, told The Associated Press 
that he died at his home in Wash- 
ington early in the morning. 

A household face as co-host 
of CNN’s “Crossfire,” Novak had 
been a columnist for the Chicago 
Sun-Times for decades. 

“He was a Washington institu- 
tion who could turn an idea into 
the most discussed story around 
kitchen tables, congressional offic- 
es, the White House, and every- 
where in between” Senate Repub- 
lican Leader Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky said in a statement. 

In recent years, Novak ended 
up actually being a part of a big 
Washington story, in ways he likely 
never intended, becoming a cen- 


Born and raised in Joliet, III., Novak’s career was launched by the work he did at the 
University of Illinois. In later years, he was best known for work on TV talk shows.

tral figure in the Valerie Plame 
CIA leak case. 

Novak was the first to publish the 


name of the CIA employee, and he 
came under withering criticism and 
abuse from many for that column, 
which he said began “a long and dif- 
ficult episode” in his career. 

“I had a terrific time fulfilling 
all my youthful dreams and at the 
same time making life miserable 
for hypocritical, posturing poli- 
ticians and, I hope, performing 


a service for my country,” Novak 
wrote in his memoir, “The Prince 
of Darkness: 50 Years Reporting 
in Washington.” 

Actually, Novak had been 
dubbed the “prince of darkness” 
by a journalist friend early in his 
career, and he embraced it. He 
wrote in that 2007 memoir that he 
became proud of the label derived 
from his “unsmiling pessimism 
about the prospects for America 
and Western civilization.” 

“He loved being a journalist, 
he loved journalism, he loved his 
country and his family,” Geraldine 
Novak told The AP. (ap)

Packaging logjam 
at factories will lead 
to temporary shortage 

WAS H I N GTO N I Faced with an unex- 
pected delay, U.S. health officials 
are trying to counter new prob- 
lems with swine flu vaccine pro- 
duction, including a logjam at fac- 
tories that put the precious liquid 
into syringes. 

The newest calculations show 


the United States will not have 
the long-promised 120 million 
doses ready to dispense by Oct. 15, 
but just 45 million instead. It 
appears to be more of a delay than 
a shortage: More are expected to 
arrive rapidly, with about 20 mil- 
lion doses shipped every week, 
according to the latest estimates 
by the Department of Health and 
Human Services. 

“Hopefully, there are ways to 
bring that number up,” said Dr.

“We’re trying to bring on more 
manufacturing” for the final pack- 
aging step, he said, such as having 
companies that finish first share 


their facilities with stragglers. 

Swine flu vaccinations still are 
planned for mid-October, and Rob- 
inson noted that 45 million doses 
means a lot of people inoculated. 
Add in the weekly deliveries, and 
there should be 85 million doses on 
hand by October’s end and the full 
195 million the government has 
ordered by December, the long- 
set date for final delivery. 

But he said that if there are 
early fall outbreaks, there could be 
higher-than-anticipated demand 
for the vaccine: “As we’ve all along 
said, if things can go wrong, they

WASHINGTON | President Obama 
won lavish praise from his Egyp- 
tian counterpart on Tuesday 
and spoke of an “extraordinary 
opportunity” for making peace 
in the Middle East, saying he 
was encouraged by U.S. efforts to 
restart talks between Israel and 
the Palestinians. 

Seated next to President Hosni 
Mubarak, who was making his 
first visit to the U.S. capital in five 
years, Obama thanked his Egyp-

tian counterpart for joining him 
in trying to construct a deal that 
has eluded world leaders for more 
than six decades. 

Returning the compliment, 
Mubarak asserted that Obama’s

U.S. truly was an honest broker. 

Obama’s positive assessment 
of the peace effort was issued in 
response to a question about reports 
that Israel had stopped granting 
permission for new settlements in 
the West Bank, even though some 
building was continuing. 

Obama has made a resump- 
tion of peace talks between Isra- 
el and the Palestinians one of his 
key foreign policy goals, hoping a 
breakthrough there would lead 
to wider agreements among the 
Jewish state and the Arab world.

Afghan government 
bans news on attacks; 
suicide blast kills 8 

KABUL I Insurgents struck the 
Afghan capital two days before 
national elections, firing rock- 
ets or mortars at the presidential 
palace and unleashing a suicide 
car bomber on a NATO convoy. 
Alarmed, the government asked 
news media not to report violent 
acts during the day of the vote. 

Eight people died, including a 
NATO soldier, and 55 were wound- 
ed in the two attacks, authorities 
said. In eastern Afghanistan, two 
U.S. service members were killed 
and three were wounded in a sepa- 
rate bombing, the U.S. military said, 
pushing the death toll this month 
for the American force to 26. 

The latest attacks were an omi- 
nous sign that the Taliban and 
their allies are determined to dis- 
rupt Thursday’s election, in which 
incumbent Hamid Karzai is up 
against about three dozen other 
presidential candidates. The Isla- 
mist insurgents have threatened 
those who take part in the poll. 

U.S. officials believe a strong 


turnout is essential if the new 
Afghan president is to gain the 
legitimacy to tackle the challenges 
facing Afghanistan, including the 
insurgency, ethnic tension, unem- 
ployment and corruption. 

Fearing that violence may 
dampen voter turnout, the Foreign 


Ministry issued a statement Tues- 
day asking news organizations to 
avoid “broadcasting any incidence 
of violence” between 6 a.m. and 
8 p.m. local time on election day 
“to ensure the wide participation of 
the Afghan people.” The statement 
did not spell out any penalties for 


those that do not comply. 

It was unclear how the gov- 
ernment intended to enforce the 
ban. Rachel Reid, the Afghani- 
stan researcher for Human Rights 
Watch, said freedom of expression 
was enshrined in the Afghan con- 
stitution.

Japanese Seek Change in Election 


Voters may force end 
to long-term practice 
of hereditary politics 

YOKOSUKA, JAPAN I Nearly any 
other year, Shinjiro Koizumi could 
safely assume he’d win election to 
Japan’s parliament. 

After all, this seaside district 
just south of Tokyo has been called 
the “Koizumi Kingdom.” His 
father, a prime minister, held the

seat for years, as did his grandfa- 
ther and great-grandfather. 

But this is not a normal year. 

Koizumi, 28, is the target of 
growing public grumbling over 
the widespread practice of heredi- 
tary politics, in which a legislative 
seat is passed down from parent 
to child. Critics say the system is 
disadvantageous to newcomers 
and discourages change. 

As campaigning got under way 
Tuesday, the latest poll showed 


the opposition Democratic Party 
of Japan ahead by a wide mar- 
gin. The Aug. 30 election is for 
the lower house, which picks the 
prime minister. 

So, the son of Junichiro Koizu- 
mi, who was prime minister from 
2001 to 2006, is in a surprising 
fight for the seat his 67-year-old 
father is vacating. 

The Democratic Party has 
made banning hereditary politics, 
called “seshu,” one of its main cam- 
paign pledges — although some of 
its own members have benefited 
from the practice, yuri kageyam a (ap)

ISLAMABAD I The back-to-back 
arrests of two top Pakistani Tali- 
ban members are another blow to a 
militant network reeling from the 
apparent kill- 
ing of its chief 
in a CIA missile 
strike and could 
be a fresh sign of 
infighting over 
a possible suc- 
cessor. 

One of those 
arrested, Pakistani Taliban spokes- 
man Maulvi Umar, told interroga- 
tors Tuesday that the movement’s 
chief, Baitullah Mehsud, had been 
killed in the Aug. 5 strike near the 
Afghan border, according to an 
intelligence official. He spoke on 
condition of anonymity because 
he was not authorized to speak to 
the media. 

U.S. and Pakistani officials 
have said they were almost certain 
that Mehsud had been killed in the 
attack. But final confirmation has 
been hard to obtain because author- 
ities have not seen his body, and at 
least three Taliban operatives had 
called news organizations after 
the attack to say he was still alive.

Officials arrest eight 
suspected in cargo 
freighter hijacking 

MOSCOW I For more than two 
weeks, the freighter Arctic Sea 
seemed to have vanished in the 
Atlantic Ocean, but officials said 
Tuesday they knew where it was 
all along and were sta)dng mum in 
order to bring a dangerous hijack- 
ing drama to a bloodless end. 

A Russian naval vessel reached 
the Arctic Sea late Sunday in 
waters near Cape Verde, thou- 
sands of miles from the Algerian 
port it was to have docked at on 
Aug. 4. Russian Defense Minister 


MOTIVE REMAINS UNCLEAR 

^ Security and maritime experts 
said the Arctic Sea’s mysteri- 
ous four-week journey pointed to 
something other than piracy. 

The ship may have had secret 
cargo, possibly nuclear materi- 
als, analyst Yulia Latynina said in 
a Moscow Times column online at 
Bit.ly/exship. 


Anatoly Serdyukov said Tuesday 
that eight suspected hijackers were 
in custody. 

It was the first official con- 
firmation that the ship had been 
attacked, after weeks of rumors 
about why the vessel vanished. 


The Maritime Authority in 
Malta, where the Russian- crewed 
ship is registered, said in a state- 
ment late Tuesday that “The move- 
ments of the MV Arctic Sea were 
always known for several days, 
notwithstanding reports that the 
ship had 'disappeared.’” 

Authorities in Finland, Malta 
and Sweden had agreed “not to dis- 
close any sensitive information in 
order not to jeopardize the life and 
safety of the persons on board ... 
the ship,” the statement said. 

The suspected hijackers — citi- 
zens of Estonia, Latvia and Rus- 
sia — were arrested without a shot 
being fired, state news agencies

Former President 


Kim, 85, advocated 
reconciliation with 
North until the end 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I South 
Korea lost its most fervent cham- 
pion of peace and democracy 
with the death of former presi- 
dent Kim Dae-jung, winner of the 
Nobel Prize for his efforts to fos- 
ter reconciliation on the Korean 
peninsula. 

Born when Korea was one 
nation, Kim campaigned until 
the end for reconciliation with 
the North, defending his “Sun- 
shine Policy” of openness even as 
progress unraveled under a new, 
conservative government. 

He died at a Seoul hospital 
Tuesday after battling pneumonia 
for weeks, officials at Severance 
Hospital said. He was 85. 


Kim, who shook the hand of 
North Korea’s Kim Jong II in a 
landmark meeting in Pyongyang 
in 2000, urged the two Koreas, still 
technically at war, to remember 
their “painful and tragic” past. 

“The South and North have 
never been free from mutual 
fear and animosity over the past 
half-century,” Kim Dae-jung told 
reporters in January. “When we 
cooperate, both Koreas will enjoy 
peace and economic prosperity.” 

Some called him a leftist liberal 
who propped up the North Korean 
regime with hundreds of millions of 
dollars in aid. Revelations that his 
administration made payments to 
North Korea before the 2000 sum- 
mit tarnished his reputation. 

In Seoul on Tuesday, mourn- 
ers burned incense and laid white 
chrysanthemums at a makeshift

Parents Save Sans Sitters

Couples swap nights 
watching children 
to cut down on costs 

WATERTOWN, MASS. I When Jenny 
Iverson and her husband left Utah 
last year, they didn’t just lose a 
tight-knit community of relatives. 
They also lost their network of free 
baby sitters. 

To make occasional “date nights” 
with her husband affordable, Iver- 
son made a pitch to her new friends 
in Massachusetts: If you watch my 
kids. I’ll watch yours. 

Six months later, a baby-sitting 
co-op with four other families is 
flourishing, with each set of par- 
ents taking a slot in the rotation for 
a Saturday night, saving them the 
cost of a baby sitter. Iverson esti- 
mates she’s saving $100 per month 
and gaining time for hikes and inex- 
pensive dinners. “As a stay-at-home 
mom, myjob is to make the money 
stretch as far as I can.” 

As parents face reduced work 
hours, lower wages, layoffs and 
uncertainties stemming from the 
recession, a growing number of 
families are turning to baby-sitting 
swaps to reduce what they pay local 
teenagers and college students to 
look after their children. 

Parents have partnered to share

the load of child care for years, but 
the economy has broadened the 
appeal. Traditional baby sitters say 
business is down. Some offer lower 
rates to encourage parents seeking 
savings during the recession to use 
their services. But co-op costs can 


be hard to beat. Baby sitters often 
charge $10 per hour or more. 

Gary Myers of Smart Mom’s 
Babysitting Co-op says the linger- 
ing economic downturn triggered 
a spike in requests for a free guide 
that his Tacoma, Wash. -based 
groups offers to parents seeking 
to set up new groups. 

“Most moms have one or two 
people that are good friends, that 
are sitters, and a co-op is just like 
having 10 or 12,” Myers said. “The 
important things for a mom is 
that her kids are watched,and are 
safe, and it’s a good care environ- 
ment.” (AP)

Single-family home 
construction soars 
as other building lags 

WASHINGTON! Construction of new 
single-family homes rose for the 
fifth-straight month in July as more 
buyers walked into model homes 
ready to sign contracts, the Com- 


merce Department said Tuesday. 

The pace of single-family home 
construction edged up almost 
2 percent, and building permits for 
future construction climbed nearly 
6 percent. As home builders hire 
more workers to pour foundations 
and pave roads, they are provid- 
ing some long-needed juice to the 
economy. With new construction up 


37 percent from the bottom this 
winter, the housing industry this 
quarter is expected to give a small 
boost to the nation’s economic out- 
put for the first time in 334 years. 

But new-home construction 
is still off more than 70 percent 
from the peak in January 2006, 
and apartment construction fell 
13 percent from June to July, (ap)

Signing could speed

N AT 1 0 N A L S I Once Washington 
Nationals fans awoke Tuesday 
morning to find what the ace 
fairy had left under their pillows 
— a 6-foot-5 right-handed pitch- 
er named Stephen Strasburg — it 
suddenly became permissible, even 
mandatory, to extend the fantasy 
into the future: to the day, perhaps 
not as far away as it seemed just 36 
hours ago, when the Nationals are 
no longer the worst team in base- 
ball, but instead are on the cusp of 
contention. 

Whatever date you might have 
thought was the soonest possibil- 
ity for a contender to take form at 
Nationals Park — perhaps 2012? 
2013? — it is likely your timetable 
moved up Monday night, when, 
just shy of midnight, the Nation- 


als came to terms with Stras- 
burg, the No. 1 overall pick of the 
June draft, for a record-setting 
$15.1 million contract.

“You can’t get me to look past 
2010,” said Nationals President 
Stan Kasten, “There are things we 
are looking to do to improve our 
team — maybe sign a veteran for 


the rotation. Maybe a little more 
help defensively. Maybe an arm or 
two for the bullpen. This is really 
doable. I’m not talking about ’ll. 
I’m talking about ’10.” 

If Strasburg is everything he 
is supposed to be — a big “if’ — 
the Nationals may have gotten 
the best bargain in history: a 
true No. 1 starter for the price of 
$15.1 million. True No. 1 starters — 
aces — are the hardest commodity 
to come by in baseball. 

In the meantime, the Nation- 
als are tr 5 dng to keep expectations 
under control for their newly signed 
phenom, “You can’t look at one 
piece and attach big significance to 
it, except in terms of PR,” Kasten 
said. “This isn’t the NBA, where one 
player transforms a team.

It was, 
he said, to “be filthy rich, grow 20 
acres of cilantro, and drop a bomb 
on it. It tastes like soap.” 

Last season’s “Top Chef’ win- 
ner, Hosea Rosenberg, chuckled. 
“Yeah, do the Fabio thing, what- 
ever it is. They’ll love it.” 

The pair were on the final stop 
of the “Top Chef” tour in July, a 
22-city showcase demonstrating 
just how big Bravo’s cooking prow- 
ess has become. The competition 
show, which premiered on the 
cable network in 2006, is as dra- 
matic as TV’s cooking bouts come, 
pitting working chefs against one 
another for a $100,000 cash prize 
and — even more important for a 
chef — bragging rights.

Where the Dinos Roam 


Replicas of ancient 
predators fill a scenic 
museum trail in N.C. 

DURHAM, N.C. I The 18-foot-long 
Paras aurolophus is friendly and 
patient, allowing children to climb 
its back, sit on its tail and pat its 
bumpy, coral- colored skin. 

But walk along the tree-lined 
path, and the evil 30 -foot-long 
Albertosaurus lies in wait. The 
relative of Tyrannosaurus rex 
is ready to pounce — but will 
its next meal be the meat of the 
Edmontonia, with its head down 


as it tries to protect itself, or the 
young Styracosaurus across the 
path that seems to have wandered 
away from its herd? 

The four dinosaurs are part 
of the recently completed dino- 
saur trail at the North Caroli- 
na Museum of Life and Science 
in Durham, The trail includes 
nine types of dinosaurs from 
the Late Cretaceous period, the 
last period before dinosaurs 
became extinct, 100 million to 
65 million years ago. It’s also a 
period when dinosaurs roamed 
North Carolina, although none 
of those stalking the museum 


grounds lived here. 

The first dinosaur, the plant- 
eating Parasaurolophus, was the 
favorite of 5-year-old Hannah 
Myers of Raleigh, who visited 
the trail on a weekday in August 
with her two older siblings and 
her grandmother, 

“That’s a nice dinosaur,” she 
said as she played in the fossil pit. 
“He’s friendly to little people.” 

Whether the real Parasau- 
rolophus was “friendly” or not — 
and the best we can say is that he 
wasn’t a predator — the museum 
did purposely start with a wel- 
coming dinosaur, one that sits 


in a grove with a sign that says 
“Touch This Dinosaur,” said Roy 
Griffiths, vice president for exhib- 
its and planning. The rest of the 
dinosaurs sit back from the trail 
and are for viewing only. 

“The idea was to give an imme- 
diate experience that satisfies the 
need to get close and interact with 
the model,” Griffiths said. 

The trail, which replaces the 
original trail that Hurricane Fran 
destroyed in 1996, is popular: In 
the first two weeks since it opened 
July 25, almost 35,000 people 
have visited the dinosaur trail.

BARGER (EXPRESS) 


Is cooking anything like *. 
ice-skating? 

I think it is. In both skat- 
ing and cooking, you compose 
things and put them together artis- 
tically. Coming up with a recipe, it’s 
as if you are choreographing dif- 
ferent things into the recipe. Plus, 
how you taste food is subjective, 
kind of like judging in skating.

The show has a high camp fac- 
tor: you going grocery shopping 
in your skating costume, ribald 
jokes. Why’d you go that way? 

I’m just goofy, and the producers 
know that. They’ll say, “You should 
do that in a smoking jacket with a 
pipe,” and I’m game with that. 

On the show, it seems like you 
love to entertain. What’s your 
favorite way to cook for friends? 

I tend to do sit-down meals rath- 
er than finger foods, even though 
you’ll see a lot of finger foods on 
the show. 

What’s the secret to a successful 
dinner party? 

Well, at a good party, you have to 
combine people well. Have you 
ever been to those awkward par- 
ties where people come from all 
different walks of life and don’t 
get along? 

What about the ambiance? 

That’s important, too. I have can- 
dles, music and try to invite peo- 
ple to help me. People want to be 
included in the action, even if it’s 
just carrying a bottle of wine to 
the table. 


Mow’d you get into cooking? 

Cooking has always been a passion 
of mine, even when I was a kid. I 
think it stemmed from not being 
able to eat when I was competing 
at an amateur level. And when I 
was home between competitions, I 
had a group of friends that I’d cook 
and eat with almost every night of 
the week. I think that helped me, 
and so did just trial and error. 

How do you come up with your 
recipes? 

I have this little notebook I keep in 
my kitchen to jot recipe ideas in. 
And I go shopping every day. Often, 
I’ll get inspired by something I see, 
like mangoes might inspire a nice 
salsa to put over fish. 


The show lets us see inside your 
San Francisco kitchen, which is 
fabulous. What’s your favorite 
thing in it? 

I’ve got an original 1936 stove, 
which I put a terra cotta antiqued 
hearth around. It’s in great condi- 
tion. Obviously, the woman who 
lived here before me for decades 
took really good care of it. 

You seem like a big gadget guy. 

Yeah, I have this terrific vintage 
olive grabber that I got from my 
great-aunt, who left me all these 
1930s and 1940s highball glass- 
es and things. I love that kitschy 
stuff And I also just love my gar- 
lic chopper! I don’t understand 
why anyone would take the time 
to chop garlic with a knife.
